to the fate of Fisher, whom she left in the 
hands of the East St. Louls police to ac- 
company her husband and her mother, Mrs. 
Laura Hansborough, back to this city. 

“Il was going to Cleveland, O., with Mr. 
Fisher,”’ said Mrs. Jennings to the Post- 
Dispatch. “I don’t know just what we 
would have done there. Perhaps Mr. Fisher 
would have gone on to Buffalo and I would 
have stayed in Cleveland and got work.

DEATH 


Coroner’s Verdict in the Po- 
lice Tragedy.

CORONER LLOYD'S VERDICT. 


John P. Looney came to his death 
about 8 p. m., Sept. 3, 1900, and Nich- 
olas F. Beckman came to his death 
at 7:15 p. m.,Sept. 3, 1900, both officers 
having received shocks while at- 
tempting to call up the Fourth Dis- 
trict Police Station from patrol 
boxes, the fire alarm and police tel- 
egraph system having been charged 
by cross wire belonging to the 
Seckner Contracting Co., at Highth 
and Carr streets, due to improper 
placing of wire belonging to the 
Seckner Contracting Co. 

Verdict, accident. 
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Coroner Lloyd's verdict on the death of 
Patrolmen John P. Looney and’ Nicholas 
Fr’. Beckmann, Fourth district officers 
whose deaths resulted from electric shocks 
received while using the police telephones, 
is that the Seckner Contracting Co. wire 
was improperly placed. 

The corcner finds that the officers came 
to their death while in the discharge of 
their duty by an electrical current trans- 
mitted to the patrol boxes on account of 
crossed wires at the corner of Eighth and 
Carr streets. be 

Ma2.iy witnesses testified that the Seckner 
wire wag only an inch or an inch and a half 
above the police telephone wire, notwith- 
standing the fact that a clearance of from 
14 to 18 inches is required. 

Before rendering his verdict Friday morn- 
ing, the coroner asked if any representative 


of the Missouri-Edison or the Laclede 
company wished to make a statement. 
None was present. 

Attorney R. A. Holland, Jr., for the Seck- 
ner, Imperial and City lighting companies, 
requests that the coroner call in disinter- 
ested experts on electrical science to de- 
termine whether the city is at fault in not 
having the police telephones supplied with 
proper fuses. 

The coroner said this was not the ques- 
tion at issue and proceeded to announce his 
verdict 

The first witness at the Friday morning 
session was M. D. Callahan, keeper of rec- 
ords for the Seckner Contracting Co., who 
declared that the police telephone system 
is obsolete and primitive. He had had 
enough papertees in electrical work,. he 
said, to know that the accidents would not 
have hapne vit if there had been fuses in 
the patrol boxes. He said the use of iron 
wires. in the police telephones increased the 
risk of accident py 100 per cent. 

Witness admitted, under examination by 
the coroner, that the Seckner company 
must be held responsible if its wires were 
placed tov close to those of the telephone. 

Patrolman James 8. Edwards, whose 
right hand was burned to the bone in try- 
ing to ring up from a patrol box, told how 
he received his injuries. 

Lineman William Johnson of the Imperi- 
al company testified that he climbed the 
vole at Eighth and Carr streets with Supt. 

Vay and Engineer Humphrey of the Seck- 
ner company Monday night, but found noth- 
ing wrong with the wires. He found two 
other crosses in North St. Louts similar to 
the one at Eighth and Carr streets. 

Patrolman J. F. Killoren said that a bar- 
ber touched the telephone at the same time 
he did and was badly shocked. The barber 
had been joking him about the wires being 
charged. 

Patrolman Andrew Barry, Michael J. 
Burke and Patrick G. Barry, each with 
right hand bandaged, told how they were 
shocked and injured by the current. Officer 
Noonan said he went to a store and wrote 
a warning. which he pasted on the patrol 
box after he had been shocked. He went to 
another box, not supposing the whole sys- 
tem was overcharged, and received a shock 
which burned his fingers. 

Supt. Sylvester B. Way 
and Seckner companies said that 
Smith was in charge of stringing the atten 
in the district where the accidents occurred, 
He said: 

*‘Monday evening I drove up in North 8t. 
Louis to inspect the lights. I found an occa- 
sional lamp out and telephoned to the plant, 

“I was then notified that two policemen 
had been killed, supposedly by a current 
from our wires. 

“Close to 1 o'clock, with Lineman John- 
son and Ford, I went to the corner of 
Eighth and Carr streets. The two men went 
up the pole. One reported that the wires 
were c rossed, the other that they were not.’ 

“Did they change the wires in any way? 
“They did not.’

Last Sunday Moses asked Jailer Cronin if 
he might attend a ball game outside the 
citv limits.

At 6 o'clock Moses walked into 
and asked if supper was ready. 

That nignt he was permitted to go to 
church.

It was a 
human head. It sat upright. The colored 
boys looked upon it and when it moved 
they bolted Into the brush.

1 entered a home in the 
middle of the row. 


Pittance on 

Which They Live. 

“In this. place lived eight persons, the 
man and his wife, five children and a 
lodger. We asked for the man’s pay state- 
ment. It showed that he had received a 
net sum of $12.53 for his work in the mine 
during the past month, a deduction having 
first been made for $3 for rent and 32 cents 
for flour from the,company mill. This is at 
the rate of some $ per week for the support 
of himself and wife and five children, or 
less than, 50 cents per day. Of course, no 
one will live on that without running in 
debt: and he had not been able to obtain 
work at the mine except during part of the 
month. 

“But what prospect is there of such debts 
being cleared oft? And if they are not, what 
is the condition of the debtor? In what does 
his condition differ from that of the Hindy 
in India who runs in debt to the money 
lender at the outset of his career and works 
as his slave ever after’? 

“But this man was well off in compari- 
son with a family one or two doors down 
below. The man, an undersized individual 
of middle age, had been injured two 
months before by a mass of rock falling 
on the base of his spine. He was still un- 
able to walk without support, and might 
never be able tp work again. He had a son 
li years of age, who was the sole stay of 
the household. There were seven persons in 
all in the house. 

“The boy had earned a total of $4.37 the 
first month and $1.10 the second. These iig- 
ures, official vouchers for which l saw, 
seem to touch the limit—27 cents a week for 
the subsistence of seven human beings.’

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VICTIMIZED SCHOOL-TEACHERS 


Fraud Order Issued by Postoffice De- 
partment Against Washington 
Concern With Many Titles. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—The Postoffice 
Department this morning issued the fol- 
lowing: » 

“A ‘fraud order’ has been issued by the 
Postoffice Department against the Ameri- 
can Teachers’ Agency, the American Civil 
Service College, L. D. Buss, manager; R. 
M. Hines, secretary and treasurer, L. D. 


Bass and M. R. Hines, individually, all 
of Washington, D. C., directing the post- 
master at Washington to return to the 
writers, stamped ‘fraudulent’ all mail mat- 
ter ariving at the postoffice Yor either of 
these parties or concerns, and forbidding 
the payment of any money orders drawn 
to their order. 

This action was the result of an investi- 
gation by the Postoffice Department which 
showed that these parties under their own 
names, and those of the concerns above 
mentioned, were using the mail for ob- 
taining money from teachers’ throughout 
the United States and from those desiring 
to make preparation for civil service ex- 
amination by means of false and fraudu- 
lent pretenses, representations and prom- 
ses, 

This scheme was a revival of the one 
operated by L. D. Bass some time ago, un- 
der his own name and that of the Union 
Teachers’ Agencies of America, the Bureau 
of Civil Service Instruction, etc., against 
which ‘“fraud’’ orders had already been 
issued.

MILL-WORKERS  DEPOSITORS. 


The Collapse Is the Most Serious of 
the Kind Occurring in 
Pennsylvania. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Sept. 7.—The Fifth 
Avenue Savings and Loan Association of 
McKeesport, Pa., is insolvent and the Mer- 
cantile Trust Co. of this city has been ap- 
pointed temporary receiver. An alleged dis- 
crepaaicy of $32,000 has been discovered in 
the accounts of a former secretary, but no 
proceedings have been instituted. 

The cash value of the association 1s $467,- 
690.04, and the failure is the largest in the 
history of building and loan associations in 
the state. Nearly 1700 mill workers had 
deposited all their savings in the concern, 
expecting to buy homes.
